Mules are the 


most profitable animal a farmer can 
raise, because they can be raised on 
one-half or less feed than a horse and 
will go into market earlier, and there 
are always a demand and a market for 
theha from four months and on. There 
is nothing that baa so bright a future 
for profitable breeding as the mole. 
Any one who has had moles knows 
there never was a time during hard 
times but be could have sold them at s 
good price. This being the fact. It 
would certainly be to the interest of 
the stock raisers and farmers to put 
their shoulders to the wheel and push 
this industry while in Its Infancy and 
make this one of the greatest mule 
producing countries of the world and 
by so doing reap the harvest that is 
due us. 


Taking the'reports of the yearbook, 


department of agriculture, giving the 
average value of farm animals in the 
United States for the last twenty years, 
we find the value of mules to be from 
15 to 33 per cent higher than horses 
during the entire period, and at no time 
has the average xilue of mules been 
less than that of the Horse, Consider- 
ing the difference In the cost of raising 
the mule and its higher price or value, 
the reader will find the advantage Is 
greatly in favor of the male.

Quay and Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
Senator Platt, President Olyphant of 
the Delaware and Hudson, President 
Fowler of the Ontario and Western, 
President Truesdale of the Lacka- 
wanna, Chairman Tnomas of the Erie, 
John Markle, representing the inde- 
pendent operators, David Wilcox, vice- 
president and general counsel of the 
Delaware and Hudson, David Lamar 
and Edward Lauterbach. 


At the conclusion of the meeting, 


no one -would' say what had taken 
place, or whether any solution of the 
trouble had been reached. 


This conference followed one held 


m the forenoon at Senator Platt's of- 
3ce, at whicli were present Senators 
Quay and Penrose, Governor Odell, 
Bdward Lauterbach and Senator Platt. 
At three o'clock they were joined by 
the operators of the coal mines and 
the most important conference of the 
day was held.

Story Of A Famous Ships Battles and 


Victories. 


Because of the prominent pan she 


>layed in the civil «ar ihe Hartford 
s naturally the Jeadicg figure In the 
.aial displaj at Washington at this 
ime. The history of the Hatford is a 
,reat pan of the na\al history of the 
»ar ol the states. She is famous as 
ae flagship of the immortal Farragut 
n the great naval engagement at New 
Orleans, 
Mobile 
Bay 
and 
other 


jlaces. 


The Hartford was built by the gov- 


•rnment at the Boston navy yard at 
. total cost of $502,650 and was 
aunched just before the civil war be- 
,-an. She was then described as 
a 


irst-class wooden sloop of 2.900 tons. 
^25 feet long, 44 feet beam, and IS feet 
'. inches deep. With 1,024 horse pow- 
>r she had a maximum speed of 13.5 
.nots and an average speed 
of S 


nots. Her original battery consist- 
>d of twenty 9-inch Dahlgren smooth 
•ores, two Parrott rifles 
and 
two 


12-pounders. 
Several 
important 


hanges were made in her battery 
turing the war, and in 1S64 it con- 
isted of two 100-pounder Parrott ri 
!es, 
one 
30-pounder 
Parrott 
and 


Mghteen 9-inch Dahlgrens. 


She went into commission for the 
rst time in January, 1862, with Com- 
uander Richard "Wainwright, father 
>f Superintendent "Waurcmght of the 
•>aval Academy, in comonand.

ailed from Philadelphia January 20 
f that year, and Admiral Farragut 
>oarded her seven days later. 
She 


ailed down the coast, stopping at var- 
aus places—Hampton 
Road's,

loyal and Key West—and arrived off 
he mouth of the Mississippi February 
0. 
The part she took in the capture 
f New Orleans is historical. 
The 


vater approach to the crescent citi- 
es defended by two strong forts on

niles below the city. As these forts 
vere nearly opposite each other, ves- 
els attempting to ascend the river 
vere exposed to a tremendous cross 
ire from heavy guns. Just below the 
orts they had stationed fifteen armed 
'essels including two ironclads like 
he Merrimac. With these defenses 
•>Iew Orleans defied attack. 


Capt. Farragut had a fleet of nearly 


Ifty wooden vessels. It was consid- 
>red the most powerful fleet ever as- 
embled under the 
American flag, 


i'arragut's work, with the aid of Por 
er's mortar boats, was to break 
hrough the chains, silence the forts 
•onquer the confederate fleet and take 
he city. He did this after a terrific 
ombat lasting over six days. 
He 


iroke the chains, passed, the forts, 
iestroyed the confederate fleet, and 
aptured the city April 25, 1862. 
Farragut's fleet, including the flag- 


•hip Hartford, next went up the Miss- 
ssippi, captured Baton Rouge and 
Natchez, and took part in the fighting 
it Vicksburg. For tnese services he 
\as cnade a rear admiral. 


Capt. Wainwright died on, board 


he Hartford, off New Orleans, August 
0, 1862 and Capt. Percival Drayton 
vas in command of the vessel when 
\dmiral Farragut achieved his mem- 
>rable victory in Mobile Bay, in Au- 
rust, 1864. Stationing himself in the 
•igging of the Hartford, where he 
^ould see every move of the battle, he 
creed his way with his fleet past the 
"orts, and, regardless of concealed 
nines and torpedoes, took possession 
if the harbor. It was the admiral's 
ast and greatest battle. It closed 
he port of Mobile against foreign 
supplies to the confederate army and 
vas a strong factor in the final over 
"brow of the rebellion. 


Since then the ways of the .Hart- 


'ord have been those of peace', and 
ler days of usefulness were practical' 
y ended by the close of the 'SO's. Her 
ast cruise had ended at San Franclb- 
x>, and she has been condemned for 
laval service. It looked as if she 
'vould have to be sold and broken up. 
rn response to a patriotic appeal from 
ill over the country for the preser- 
'ation of the good old ship, congress 
m July, 1894, made a special appro- 
oriation of $150,000 for 
the recon- 


struction of the Hartford into a train- 
!ng ship, and subsequently appropria- 
'ed $30,000 more. The result was that 
she was almost completely rebuilt 
ami modernued, and is now one of 
the most comfortable cruisers in the 
navy. She made a splendid cruise 
around Cape Horn to New York, and 
only recently completed a cruise to 
European waters Her present battery 
consists of thirteen high-power mod- 
°rn -guns.

A PECULIAR FIRE. 


A Large Slate Bed In Kentucky Has 


Been Burning Many Day*. 


A very curious and unusual phe- 


nomenon can be i>een by passengers 
on the Lexington and Eastern rail- 
road, near Argyte, in Powell cqunty, 
ae they pass that point There was a 
wreck on the road some time since 
in which a freight car was demolished 
so that it was impossible to repair 
it, and the only things of value abput 
it were the irons It was set on fire 
and burned From that fire slate 
which had been taken from a nearby 
cut and used to make a fill caught 
fire and has burned steadily since 
then, spreatliB'g day by day 
It does 


not burn with any flame, but with a 
alow, steady glow, giving out a heavy 
ordor which seems to be a mixture 
of the odors of coal and sulphur. 


It burns -apparently with as much 


rapidily and as steadily under 
the 


ground as it does on top of the ground. 
To keep it from reaching the railroad 
track and burning up .the ties Mr. ."VV. 
A McDoweH, the engineer 
of 
the 


road, had a ditch several feet deep 
filted with water and then filled wibh 
earth which did' not contain 
ant 


slate, so that it would stop the pro- 
gress of the fire when it was reached. 
A similar ditch, wilt be dug-at the base 
of the WH from which the slate was 
taken to keep the fire from eitending 
to it. 


The railroad runs through that hill 


and It i» feared that if tit caught fire 
and burned, as has the slate along the 
track, the heat would be BO great that 
the trains could not pass through the 
cut It is so unusual for slata to 
burn that the fact that this slate has 
turned has attracted a good deal of 
attention Some time ago one of the 
cannel coal immes in Morgan county 
caught fire, and it was a long and ser 
ions task to get It extinguished, but 
It was not generally known tb,at any 
slate had sufficient combustible mat- 
ter to burn steadily under-ground for 
dajs, and then constantly spread.— 
Lexington, Ky,"Herald

A ftUBtTITUTC FOR COAL. 


Oil Is Cheaper and It Said to Be As 


Good, 


Oi! as a substitute for coal has been 


used extensively for year* on the 
Pacific coast, and in the last year it is 
said to have taken the place of coal m 
2,000 hones in San Francisco. 
It is 


proposed to introduce the use of oil as 
a substitute for coal in the homes of 
New Yorkers. A company foroned for 
the purpose will 
begin operations 


next week. The oil used in San Fran- 
cisco for locomotives, steamboats and 
restaurants is the crude oil, ma it 
comes out of the earth. The oil used 
for the houses m San Francisco is the 
result of distillation after the light 
gases have been taken off. The oil 
is said to have a Sash test of 170 de- 
grees, about equal to that of kero- 
sene 


For an ordinary kitchen range, with 


a storage of fiteen gallons of oil, the 
installation can be made for $15, and 
tor the larger ranges, with a storage 
ot fifty gallons, the installation will 
cost |4&. For furnaces, with a storage 
capacity of 300 gallons of oil, equal to 
two and one-half tons of coal, the in- 
stallation will cost about $100. It is 
estimated that it requires from 100 to 
120 gallons of oil to equal a ton of an 
thracite The saving in the use of oil 
as compared with coal is said to be 
about 30 per cent. That is guaranteed 
by

company.

was informed yesterday that the Stan- 
dard Oil company had agreed 
to 


contract for a year for the lighter oil 
'or ranges and stoves at the rate of 
our cent? a gaifon, delivered, and 
coarser 'oil for furnaces at the rate 
of three centsi a gallon, delivered.

Mr. Walker draws 
attention to die fact that of late years 
the pictorial feature of advertising 
has earned an importance equal to if 
not In excess of the reading matter 
descriptive of the goods on sale. 


The point is advanced and in very 


convincing fashion, that an advertise- 
ment, to be made attractive, must ap- 
peal to the eye as well as to the mind- 
To accept this argument as sound it 
is only necessary to glance at the high- 
class advertising in any 
first-rate 


newspaper or magazine. In this the 
work of the artist is designed to be 
as appealing and argumentative as 
that of the literary expert who frames 
the text; sometimes it is more so. If 
both are equally powerful the fortune 
of the merchant 
so advertising 
IB 


made, as well as those of his adver- 
tisement writer and artists. 


As no good business can prosper 


without shrewd and judicious- adver- 
tising, so no advertising can, be profit- 
able unless ingenuity and cleverness 
can be brought into play in its con- 
struction and design, A single bright 
idea,'in illustration or text, or possi- 
bly a happy combination of both, has 
oeen known to make riches for the 
vender of seme sound and salable ar- 
ticle of merchandise that without such 
help might have remained a drug on 
the market. 


The modern trend in advertising is 


to give the possible purchaser some- 
thing a greeable to look at as veil a? 
printed conversation in praige of the 
wares on sale It is also true that the 
human figure, whether of man or wom- 
an, is the favorite form of illustration. 
The advertisement of masculine cloth- 
ng is adorned, usually with a fine 
looking masculine figure.

Smith, Ark., recently witnessed one of 
the strangest fights that a man ever 
saw. It was a battle between two rat- 
tlesnakes, a fight that a naturalist 
•would have given a modest sum to wit- 
ness. The snakes were large ones, and 
the fight was to the death. 
• 


This unique battle took place on 


Standing rock, in the Canadian river. 
Standing rock lies in the middle of 
the Canadian rivei-, with not another 
rock near it. Its sides are almost pie- 
cipitous, and it is only on one side that 
a landing can be made and the ascent 
accomplished. On one side of the river 
is a low bottom, while on the other the 
bank is high. The rock is covered with 
Indian inscriptions and hieroglyphics, 
even on those sides which are straight 
up and down and which are inaccessi- 
ble to the white man 


They are probably accounted for by 


the fact that the Indians who made 
them were" sxra 
ivorshlpers, and. 
the inscriptions 
were made by 
the medicine 
men 
and 
the 


priests. 


Mr. Johnston 


had gone out to

General Forsyth during the summer of 
18CS. 
General Miles tells the story 


most interestingly: 


Brevet Lieutenant Colonel George A 


Forsyth, commanding a small body of 
about thirty citizens enlisted as scouts, 
camped beside the Arickaroe rh er, a 
small stream in northern Kansas. The 
Indians has been reported as "rising," 
and the purpose of the expedition was 
to ascertain the true state of affairs. 


There was very little water in the riv- 


er, it being the dry season— Sept. 17, in 
fact— and the party, fearing attack, eu 
camped ou aii island in the middle of 
the river. Jack Stihvell was one of 
the scouts. 
About 9 o'clock iu the 


morning they were attacked, by u band 
of 300 warriors, who shot at them from 
both' banks. 


The men placed themselves in a cir 


cle, lying dc.\vn, and each one instnntlj 
began digging a rifle pit Tor himself 
The Indians were repulsed, and retreat 
ed. 
Roman Nose, their leader, was 


killed in the charge, nrsJ. the river 
banks were strewn with dead warriors, 


Taking account of the damage done, 


they found that they h:xl suffered se- 
veioly. All the horses suid. mules had 
been killed, making it impossible foi 
them to get away. Lieutenant Eeccher 
second in command, 'and live men had 
also been killed or mortally Mounded 
and seventeen men, inducing Colonel 
Forsyth, bad been wouadod. Fracti 
cally only seven tueu ovit o£ the thtrtj 
were unharmed. Obviously the thing to 
do was -to get help, a rod that was tho 
very thing which the Indians were on 
the sharpest lookout to icevcnt. 


Fort Wallace, the nearest military 


post, was a hundred m'ilcs away, nnc 
Fcrjsyth and bis men iwcre without 
food, surrounded by 900 ^Indians from 
nil the northern nations, Incluclin 
northern. Che.\9unes, Ogntllallns, Sioux 
nnd that queer combination of mnuj 
tribes known as "dog soMicrs."

situation was desperate. 


The dead horses were cat into strips 


for food, nnd a well insldoj the circular 
breastworks wns dug for; water. Thp 
defense wns strengthened' with useless 
paddles and dead carcasses, and, watch 
fill against surprise, tho.vj passed foui 
days with no bign front) the Indians 
but an occasional shot. 


Ou the fifth day tho meat could :io 


longer be eaten, and tho suffering bo 
came intense. Help must bo summonoc' 
or the comma nd must j>orl&h. Jack 
Stilwcll, one of tho few Mho had cs 
cnped unharmed so far, offered to go to 
Fort Wallace.

The Indians seemed to 
have been loft behind, and the boy nnd 
the man concluded to travel by day.

In a moment they had crawled into 


the skeleton. The stench was almost I 
unbearable, but they coxild not come | 
out because the mounted Indian scouts 
approached very near during the day 
and scanned the country in all dircc-! 
tions for more than an hour at a time. I 


While one of these scouts was sir/tin1.; | 


his horse not fitty yards aw aj occurred | 
the "rattlesnake" affair which has been 
so widely published. There was a snake j 
in the carcass, and he crawled around 
and made it exceedingly uncomforta- 
ble for the two scouts who seemed to 
be usurping his home. They could not 
move a hand to kill him for fear of the 
Indian. They could only lie still. Stil- 
well finally spit tobacco juice on its 
head by a well directed shot, and the 
snake vacated the premises at onco. 


But this was the last straw to the 


camel's back. 
Trudeau broke down 


completely after the Indian scout had 
satisfied himself that there were n£> 
white men near. lie seemed to losr* bis 
mind and wanted to shoot his revolver 
and sing. Stllwell kept him quiet r. i 
til nightfall, when be persuaded him to 
go to tho nearest rh er nii'i drinli.
